The Pontiff spoke for 14 m inutes o v e r Vatican radio. 
The 
broadcast, rn Italian, was recorded and translated at The As 
socrated Press listening post. 
Pope Pius recalled efforts to halt hostilities before they 
began and suggested that his present words of mediation- a d ­ 
dressed especially to “all those willing to cooperate for peace” 
would be to the advantage of every belligerent w ithout excep­ 
tion. 


Speaking on the day that opened tile fifth year of the g r e a t­ 


est and bloodiest struggle in hum an history, the Pope was at 


pains to stress his concern, not for any one nation, b u t for the 


whole hu m a n family— to those hi’ saw as asking now foi n o th ­ 


ing “but peace, bread and work,” 


He placed bis special blessing upon those “who u n dersta nd 


the great w o rk of a real new order,” apparently an indirect 
thrust at Hitler s “rn xx o r d e r ” of passion and violence. 
“Woe to those who incide to conflicts b e tw e en peoples, who 
oppress u n arm e d and innocent peoples.

I doubt whether y our doctor 
k nows what ingredients are in his 
tooth powder or paste. The basis 
of most tooth powders, if y ou w ant 
to k now, is powdered soap. Oh! 
they put other things in it. but 
good old soap cleans y our teeth as ; 
w-ell as cleans y our sk in. And the 
basis of most tooth pastes is gly c­ 
erine and powdered soap. 
Some­ 
times tr a ga c a nth, which is a k ind 
of mucilage, perfectly harmless, 
naturally . In fact, if y ou want an 
elegant tooth powder, tak e this 
prescription to y our druggist. 
But as a m a tte r of fact y ou 
could certainly get a cheaper and 
equally good prepa ration by a sk ­ 
ing for one of the well-k nown 
brands.

The American Dental Associa­ 
tion has just published some re ­ 
searches 
by 
Drs. 
Epstein 
and 
Tainter, of San Francisco, on the 
effectiveness of a series of dental 
preparations ordinarily obtainable 
in a d rug store. The particul ar 
point they wished to determine 


was how abrasiv e they were. Sev ­ 
eral years ago, in fact at the be­ 
ginning of this century, it was 
considered 
that 
tooth 
powders 
should 
hav e rough, abrasiv e par­ 
ticles in order to clean th* organic 
matter from the teeth. 
This 
idea, combined with the 
habit then in v ogue of brushing 
the teeth crosswise, probably did 
a good 
deal of harm 
It was prov ed 
by Miller, in 19 07, that tooth pow­ 
ders could be too abrasiv e, and 
that exposure of the gum margins 
and dev italization resulted. Pre­ 
cipitated chalk containing harsh 
impurities wore the dentin away 
and cut the teeth rapidly. 
The research mentioned abov e 
was conducted on strictly stand­ 
ardized lines. A machine was used 
to do the brushing and it treated 
all preparations with equal force. 
In general the conclusions were 
that no commercial dentifrice now 
on the market contains too much 
abrasiv e 
In general they are all 
beneficial and barmie** and about 
equally so. The important thing 
is to brush the teeth up and down 
and in a rotary fashion in order 
to reduce abrasion.
